ISLANDS INFORMATION 

Tom Bryant was kind enough to send 
detailed information about broadcast 
operations in the Bahamas and the Cayman 
Islands. Since his report is so complete, and 
gives an over-all sense of broadcasting 
operations in these places, I am including 
the non-BCB items. By the way, can you 
look for a mailing address for the ZLS (526 
kHz) beacon while you're in the Bahamas? 
Thanks, Tom! 


BROADCASTING CORPORATION 
OF THE BAHAMAS 
About six months ago I wrote to a fellow 
at ZNS who I've known for almost 25 years, 
and did not get a response. During a recent 
stop in Nassau, I called the station and was 
informed that he had passed away last year. 
At any rate I did get answers to some of the 
questions I had posed in the unanswered 
letter, and here's what I learned: 


(1) ZNS-TV, channel 13, operates with 
50,000 watts ERP, circularly polarized non- 
directional antenna at 300' ASL (proabably 
about 250’ AG) from a location roughly in 
the center of New Providence Island. No 
plans for other TV operations; however I 
understand the Nassau station is carried 
via cable in Freeport, Grand Bahamas. 

(2) ZNS-1, 1540 AM, 20 kW highly 
directional to the SSE. Little chance of much 
signal getting back to the U.S. Primarily

operated to serve the “out islands". 

(3) ZNS-2, 1240 AM, 1 kW, local service, 
mainly religious, for Nassau, non- 
directional. 

(4) ZNS-3, 810 AM, 10 kW, Freeport, 
Grand Bahama, directional, primary lobe to 
the north. Carries quite a bit of ZNS-1 
programming, but also originates a lot of 
stuff locally. 

(5) ZNS-FM, 104.5, Nassau, 5 kW 
circular polarization from TV tower. 
Carried on 8 repeaters (locations, 
frequencies, and powers not known). 

(6) FM operations on 107.1 and 107.9 - 
for many years used as STL relays from the 
studios to the ZNS-1 and ZNS-2 
transmitters at South Beach. Now 
apparently used as repeaters for ZNS-1. 
Details very sketchy. 

I will be back in the Bahamas in late 
March and will attempt to find time to visit 
ZNS-3 and see if | can fill in the blanks. In 
the interim, if you have any specific 
questions you'd like to have me ask the ZNS 
folks, please get them to me before March 
26. 


RADIO AND TV IN CAYMAN ISLANDS 

Had a super visit with Loxley Banks, 
Director of Broadcasting for Radio Cayman. 
I had visited this facility about 15 years ago 
and found that they had added a second 
story and several new studios and ofices. 
The biggest revelation here was that RADIO 
CAYMAN WILL DISCONTINUE ALL AM 
TRANSMISSIONS SOMETIME THIS 
SUMMER! Banks told me that the 1205 and 
1555 signals would probably go silent in 
July. Three FM transmitters (likely low to 
moderate power) will replace the AM 
service. There is already at least one FM 
transmitter (105.3) on the air. I asked a 
question I've heard several DXers ask ... 
why two AM transmitters for such a small 
area? Reason: prior to construction, a study 
indicated that ground conductivity was so 
poor that a single transmitter could not 
adequately serve all three islands in the 
chain. Thus a local signal (1 kW) on 1205 
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served the most populated area of Grand 
Cayman (Georgetown); and the 10 kW 1555 
facility at Gun Bluff would cover the eastern 
edge of Grand Cayman as well as the 
smaller out-islands of Cayman Brac and 
Little Cayman. They seem to be very much 
aware of DXers, and probably quite friendly 
toward them. BETTER GET THIS GUY 
BEFORE IT'S GONE! For years the only TV 
here was via home VCR's. There are now 
two privately-owned stations; and it was 
my understanding that a third was about to 
get started (even though one of the two 
already going is in financial trouble). On 
top of that, the government may still get into 
the TV end of things (R. Cayman is a 
government operation). There is already a 
studio designed for television in the Radio 


Cayman building. I did not have the 
presence of mind to ask about channels, 
power, etc; but am sending Mr. Banks some 
items he requested and will inquire at that 
time.

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A Tour of WWY ... By Wayne Heinen 


(This article originally appeared in the 
October 1992 Monitoring Times) 

Our tour started as we approach the town 
of Wellington, Colorado just north of the City 
of Fort Collins. As we headed north on I-25 a 
rather large antenna farm was visible off to the 
west. Heading west on the County road, we 
were soon at a driveway sporting a metal sign. 
“National Institute of Standards & 
Technology, Frequency-Time Broadcast 
Service Radio Stations WWVB - WWV". The 
station buildings and antenna are located 
about 1/2 mile in on the dirt road. 

WWY occupies 390 acres on the plains just 
to the east of the foothills which lead to the 
Rocky Mountains. We were greeted at the 
WWY5 building by Director Jim Maxton. The 
WWVB building houses the 13 kw 
transmitters for WWVB along with some of 
the timing equipment. 

We started with a basic overview of how 
WWY arrives at the correct time. This process 
is a lot more complicated than one might 
think. Each morning a reading is taken from 
the GPS (Global Positioning System) 
navigation satellite and compared to a small 
cesium clock in Boulder, simultaneously the 
same operation is performed at the Fort 
Collins transmitter site on one of their 
reference clocks. These readings measure the 
differences between the reference clocks. By 
using some complicated mathematical 
formula the difference between the WWV 
reference clock and UTC is determined. 

At one time a system called the line ten 
transfer system was used. In this older system 
a reading was taken on the leading edge of the 
tenth line of a particular TV station's 
horizontal sweep. This was done 
simultaneously in Boulder and Fort Collins 
and the differences between the leading edge 
of the horizontal sweep was compared to the 
pulse of the clocks in both locations. This gave 
the difference between the two clocks in 
Boulder and Fort Collins which then could be 
used to calculate the difference between the 
reference clocks and UTC. 

The new GPS antenna is a helical enclosed 
in a small plastic bubble at the top of a mast 
on the WWVB building. The yagi that was 
used in the line 10 system is still mounted 
below it. 

As we enter the WWVB building the first 
equipment we're shown is the GPS receiver 
and the associated microprocessor that takes 
the readings and records the difference 
between the WWYV reference clocks and UTC. 
The comparator system selects the reference 
clock that is the closest to UTC and has that on 
line. The best reference was running about 12 
micro seconds fast according to the print out 


that Mr. Maxton ran for us. "However, that 
does not mean that we're transmitting 12 
microseconds off. We enter corrections to the 
timing system so that we are transmitting the 
correct time.” 

From this point our tour becomes a look at 
two basically identical transmission facilities. 
Before we head down to the WWV building a 
few things of interest where noted at the 
WWVB building. There is a sign on the door to 
the clock and RF Oscillator room “Please, No 
Nylon Jackets” Jim explained "Some of the 
equipment in this room is rather sensitive to 
static electricity. That's why the sign and the 
fact that the room is totally shielded to keep 
stray RF out”. The transmitters used at WWVB 
are affectionately known as “Blue” and "Gray" 
for their unique paint jobs. These were old 
military transmitters that were stripped down 
and converted to run on 60 kHz. 

Because of the 35 mph winds that were 
blowing, we took the car down to the WWV 
building. Upon entering the building we were 
greeted by Technician Matthew Deutch, who 
took us to the repair shop. There we met 
Charles Snider, the other Technician. Matthew 
proceeded to take us on our tour. 

First we stopped at the clock and oscillator 
room. This is known as the "Screen Room" 
because it is shielded from all outside RF. 
Here there are racks with three identical sets of 
clocks. These are the ones that “time” WWV. 
Matthew explains "We are currently running 
our most stable clock. The others are 
constantly being compared so that we know 
that we are putting out the proper time". 

"The cesium clocks put out a steady 5 mHz 
signal. This signal is multiplied or divided by 
"Time Code Generators" in order to provide 
the proper RF frequency for each of the 
transmitters 2.5, 5, 10, 15 and 20 mHz that 
WWYV operates on. The audio tones and the 
time ticks are all derived from the cesium 
clocks. The time code generators control all of 
the audio portion. The tones, time ticks and 
time announcements.” 

The voice message console is where the 
voice recordings are made. The weather 
announcements, the Geoalerts and all other 
announcements are phoned in and recorded 
on the appropriate tape. The time code 
generator knows what minute it is and 
switches on the appropriate tape. During the 
18th minute we all get to hear the A Index, K 
Index and solar flux which helps us in 
propagation. 

One thing that was surprising was the old 
drum recorder with the voice of Don Elliott 
Heald was still operating. The new time code 
generators that were installed about a year ago 
have the new digitized voices that you hear. 


Many people are unhappy with the new voice 
of the digitized system. Jim Maxton assured 
us that a another new voice was going to used 
and the dipitized messages would be re 

recorded by an announcer named John Doyle. 
We were treated to a preview and Mr. Doyle's 
voice sounds like it would be very pleasant lo 
hear over WWV. The recent mention of WWV 
going to Daylight time a month earlier (han 
they should have was due to a error in 
programming of the new Time Code 
Generators. "Unfortunately, there is no diiplay 
of the program that's currently runniny,” 

Next we viewed the transmitters of WWY, 
Each frequency has an on line and a slandby 
transmitter. The new on line transmitters run 
Class C operation, while the old transmitters 
ran Class AB, The more efficient Class C 
transmitters really help out the electric bill. 
Prior to their use WWYV ran an average of 
$10,000 a month for electricily; now the bill is 
around $ 7000. The transmitters are in a 
hallway that completely surrounds the shop. 
Outside of that hallway is another hallway. 
This allows access to the rear of the 
transmitters for repair. A full color schematic 
diagram of the transmitter's circuitry hangs 
on the wall 

Through the second hallway we were lead 
to the power distribution area. This is also 
where the backup generator is located. If 
power fails WWV and WWVB will continue to 
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broadcast, as both have separate backup 
yenerators. 

Next is the "antenna farin” lor WWY, Hach 
transmitter feeds a separate |/4 wave vertical 
antenna. WWV employs two wide band 
backup towers for the 5 frequencies. We 


walked out the rear of the building and up a 
small flight of stairs lo ian observation 
platform. From the platform we could observe 
all seven of the towers Ihat are used, as well as 
the feed lines that are maunted a foot off the 
ground. WWVB has a large top loaded 
antenna system consisting, of four towers in a 
diamond formation anid a backup of the same 
size. This was best tiven trom the road. We 
walked back throuph the WWY facility and 


passed the QSI, board in from hall. This board. 
sports ham & SWI. cards from around the 
world. We said our thanks and so ends our

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Satellite Service DX Tips eee by Dave Schmidt 


In the last few years, services provided by satellite networks has increased 

in leaps and bounds. Two of the origional founding networks, Satellite Muisc 
Network (now part of ABC) and Transtar (now Unistar) have grown as the largest 
providers of full time programming for stations in the US. All types of formats 
are offered, from modern country to oldies to big bands/standards, even all news 
from CNN's "Headline News". Tones are ‘hidden’ on the audio which will give 

the cue for the station to insert local ID's, break times for spots, weather 


and ‘liners', inserting the call letters locally with the announcers voice heard 
nationally! 


The delivery of the signal of most of the services is basically the same as a 
regular home satellite services which anyone can pick up. These are known as 
sub-carriers to the main signal, working in the same principle as sub-carriers 
on FM signals. The signals are received on specialized equipment which filter 
out the noise and enhance the audio so that broadcast quality audio is heard 

as the final product. Some of the services, in recent months, have switched 
over to "digital" audio (such as Unistar's Hot Country format) and can not be 
received without special digital decoders. Most of the services still use 
"analog" processing and can be picked up via sub-carrier audio receivers, if 
you know the channels they're on. And since most services are in stereo, 2 
seperate signals are being sent, the left channel on one signal, the right chan- 
nel on another. Station equipment is so designed that both channels are picked 
up at the same time, a home listener would need 2 seperate receivers in order 
to hear the whole thing. 


How do they start the ID's which you hear? This is done via 25hz and 35hz sub- 
audible tones. The tones are put right on the main audio channels of the audio 
are specific times and different combinations of the tones do various functions 
at the station. As an example, a 25hz tone only on the left channel is picked 
up via the station and fires an ID automatically. The receiver at the station 
has special filters which take out the tone and special tone decoders are built 
into the unit with a small relay that automatically closes and starts the source 
for the ID, such as a cartridge machine. At the start of a spot break, the 
network would send Jown a combination of 25hz on the left channel and 35hz on 
the right channel, the receiver would then close another relay to start that 
programmed function. Each network has a specific tone or tones to do a specific 
function with a local audio source. 


The local audio can be inserted in many ways, the most common being the standard 
tape cartridge machine. Since the breakaway times for local commercial are 
pretty much standard, and times are pretty much determined as part of the 
programming as to the length of the break, the trick begins on how to fill it. 
In early set ups, generally a reel tape was produced with the time needed to 
fill on the tape. The satellite network would send the start tone for the break 
and it was up to the station to on how to cut the netowrk audio, generally 
through-a latching relay system which inserted the local audio but cut the net- 
work. At the end of the break, the network would send another tone to 'rejoin' 
the network or the local break would need a tone to turn the network audio 

back on. In the last few years, computers have taken a giant step forward into 
play in this type of set-up, using digital audio to take the place of the old 
analog systems. Basically, the audio is transfered on to disk inside a special 
computer by the local station and programmed into the system to play at a spec- 
ific time. ID's and weather can also be inserted to play at certain times and 
from the tones on the network, the ID's can rotate to a specific voice to match 
an announcer change on the network. : The computer system can also be used to the 
DXers advantage, as the DX TEST run by WDOV-1410 last year was programmed into 
the break times of their satellite service, pre-recorded with the tone, voice and 
code ID's and the computer was programmed to play it at certain times on the 


morning of the test. The CE didn't need to be there and the test went as sch- 
eduled! 


So if you hear Unistar's AM Only on 1250/1260/1280/1320/1360/1380/1390/1400/1600 
in the east, stick around as the ID's will be showing up sooner or later. If 

your local station is running some type of satellite service and you hear audio 
with lots of pauses, tones, close circuit feeds, or no ID's, then they have got 
a problem such as the equipment not working or even picking up something they're 
not suppose to (but that NEVER happens in radio, he says!). The satillite net's 
can_be the DXers friend so take advantage of it in your early morning listening!
